TOWN WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the town of Marlow in the County 
of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in said 
Marlow on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and to make 
appropriations for the same. 


3. To raise or appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


4. To see if the town will apply for Class Five money 
known as T.R.A. and raise the sum of $324.74 required by the 
State. 


5). To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repairs of highways and bridges. 


6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the Town Library. 


7. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the Observance of Memorial Day. 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money by temporary loans in anticipation of taxes. 


9. To authorize the tax collector to give two per cent 
cash discount on all property and personal taxes for payments 
made within 30 days after the date of tax bill, and empower 
the collector to appoint a deputy collector. 
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10. To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to improve Town Cemeteries. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $29.00 for the Monadnock Region Association. 


12. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to 
sell or administer all real estate acquired by the Town through 
Tax Collectors Deeds. 


13. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
those items in the Town budget not covered in the preceding 
articles. 


14. To see if the Town will vote for the white pine blister 
rust control, and raise or appropriate the sum of $200.00 for 
same. 


15. To see what action the Town will take to raise and 
appropriate $100.00 for the Elliot Community Hospital. 


16. To see if the town will vote to accept Trust Funds. 


17. To see if the town will vote to paint town hall and 
raise the sum of $350.50. 


18. To hear the reports of officers, agents and committees 
heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto, and to 
transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my seventh annual report as superin- 
tendent of your school. 


We now have a well modernized schoolhouse. According 
to present day standards of age this building is obsolete; it 
having been built before the Civil War, yet because of the 
interest and education-mindedness of the school board and eit- 
izens of the town, it has many of the physical and health fea- 
tures of a present-day school. 


Beginning some eight years ago with the installation of the 
furnace, the building has been completely done over both 
inside and out, running water and flush toilets have been added 
to improve the health facilities, and the latest fluorescent light- 
ing fixtures hung to provide sufficient illumination at all times. 
Before the present year is over it is hoped to complete the pro- 
gram by providing some much-needed activity space for the 
primary room, and erect the porch roof that was voted last 
March. 


There is considerable advantage in keeping teachers year 
after year. They learn to know our pupils, what they can do, 
their likes and dislikes, weaknesses and strengths. They take 
more interest in a pupil they have known and Watched develop 
over a period of years than does a teacher who is here one year 
and replaced the next. 


School costs like everything else continue to rise. Your 
school board has given careful attention to keeping the pro- 
posed budget as low as possible and still provide the type of 
education you desire. Tuition costs in Keene next year will be 
$260, and in Vilas $210.
